mortality, 50% of women with newly diagnosed cervical cancer have never had a pap smear. Worldwide,
cervical cancer is the second leading cause of cancer related death in women. Fortunately, in the United
States the incidence of cancer and death has significantly declined over the years because of early detection by
the widespread use of the Pap smear test. Of the 50-60 million Pap tests taken yearly in the United States, about
3.5 million are found to be abnormal and require some form of medical follow-up. Determining which women with
abnormal Pap tests are at risk for significant cervical disease and then treating them presents a major challenge.
Conference faculty will discuss the American Society for Colposcopy and Cervical Pathology Consensus
Guidelines. These guidelines provide up-to-date, evidence-based recommendations on how to manage women with
abnormal Pap tests with the goal of minimizing the side effects of needless treatment while also minimizing cancer risk.
